Pittsburgh, Dec. 20.—Four boilers 


1n the Black Diamond Steel plant 
exploded this morning causing a groat 
loss of life and Injuring many. The 
exact number of the ,dead Is 
not 


hnown. 


Three bodies were recovered nnd 


twelve of the Injured .are In' the hos- 
pital. 


The mill Is a complete wreck nnd 


'the debris Is plied from fifty to sev- 
enty-five feet high. 


Tho. boiler works of McNeil Bros., 


Adjoining tho steel plant, wore also 
•destroyed. 


\t Is feared that many dead and In- 


jured are burled under the debris. 
It Is known that' one 
hundred and 


twenty men were In the mill at the 
time of the explosion. 


When the boilers let go a panic en- 


cued and tho men fought their way 
to the streets. Tho \lnjured and dead 
were found under tho wreckage and 
In tho mill yard whore they had fal- 
len In their race for life.

The representatives from Wisconsin 
Minnesota and the Dakotas are tak 
ing a more active part Inj this matter 
than those from any other part of 
the United States, and tney are evid- 
ently determined that on«- of the mili- 
tary posts In tho northwest shall be 
designated as a military camp. 


The act of congress under which 


tho war board is now making an In- 
vcstlgatlan states that four military 
camps shall be established, and it Is 
the purpose of Secretary Root, If 
bo can carry the Idea into effect, 
to 


select camps in the different sections 
•where a sufficient amount of ground 
can be obtained to permit of military 
maneuvers on a large scale.

Idea docs not find favor among the 
Members of the house military com-

Two 
of the vlctlmn, hanging on the outside, 
clung to the raiting until their finger! 
were burned off. They then. fe'l to 
the roof of the mill. Soven of the vic- 
tims wero fourd dcsd on the platform 
of tho cupola. The ItodliM of two ol 
the victims were found In the stock 
yard of the plant, 21)0 yards from the 
furnace. They were badly burned^ but 
had they not been they would havo 
been killed by being thrown BO great 
a distance with such force.

glass hanging shelves that were store,! 
with china nnd silver trltles, and when 
I asked where she obtained these novel 
shelves she was good enough to tell 
me. BO I In my turn tell you, says 
Home Notes. 
The shelves were cut 


by n glazier from ft large piece of old 
plate glass, and my friend had them 
graduated In sizes. Holes were then 
made at each corner of the glass 
shelves, round tho edges of which n 
pretty ribbon was gummed. Hlbbon 
was then nin downward through the 
holes, knotted at each shelf to prevent 
slipping nnd tied in a large bow at the 
top. I need hardly tell you the glass 
shelves were when finished well pol- 
ished with wasli leather. 
The whole 


effect wa.i very pretty and.seemed to 
me n good way of using the odd bits 
of glass to be found usually In every 
house.

In a device of this kind It Is very 
desirable to have the molstcncr read-

mlt- It to be cleansed and moistened. 
It Is also desirable to have the device 
exert a slight pressure on the ends of 
the straws to serve as ft dribble for 
sweeping very dusty carpets.

these ends In view this molstcncr con- 
sists of a band of sponge mounted on a 
binding strip of heavy cloth. Provi- 
sion Is made for adjusting the band to 
fit brooms of any size nnd at any de- 
sired height from the floor. When In 
use. the moistening strip may be dip- 
ped In water and then bound around 
the broom, or It may be applied first 
and the broom held In n bucket of whi- 
ter until the sponge has become satu- 
rated. In sweeping, n small quantity 
of the water will constantly trickle 
from the sponge to the straws, thus 
laying the dust nnd assisting In clean- 
ing the floor. When It Is necessary to 
apply n liquid preparation for destroy- 
ing moths or other Insects, this ar- 
rangement should prove especially de- 
sirable.
